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FOUR ON THE GALLOWS. 


TWO FOR MURDER AND TWO FOR 
ARSON. 


The Bloody Chapter Which Followed an Illici* Pas 
sion~—A Foul Conspiracy Hatched in a Church 
Meeting—A History of the Crimea and 
the sunal Sihehes on the Gallows. 


special Dispatch to The Censtitution. 

KinostREE 8. C., June 23.—One of the most 
notable hangings that ever occurred in South 
Carolina took place here to-day. One\woman 
and three men—Lncinda Tisdale, Anderson 
Singleton, Abram Anderson and Boston Sin- 
gletary—were hanged. Notwithstanding it 
had announced that the execution 
would be privately conducted, an. immense 
<rowd of people from the surrounding coun- 
try tlocked to the town. The gallows was a 
very substantial and simple structure, erected 
in the rear of the jail in the center of a high 
enclosure, the sides of which concealed it 
from outside view. I visited all the crimi- 
nals in their cells early this morning and 
«juestioned them concerning their crime. Al] 
were cheerful and resigned to die, but posi- 
tive in their declaration of innocence. ~ For 
several hours before the hang- 
ing they were surrounded by 
their spiritual advisors. At half past eleven 
they ascended the platform and made their 
final statements, the sum and substance of 
which was'that they were innocent and had 
been wrongly condemned, but were going im- 
mediately to glory. Perha,s fifty persons 
were in the enclosure and witnessed the exe- 
cution, but nearly two thousand were on the 
outside in the streets near the jail. A detach- 
ment of the Kingstree Light Infantry acted as 
guards. The sheriff, 8S. P. Brockington, offi. 
ciated as executioner and performed his duty 
skillfully and with nerve, Attwelveo’clock, 
after all the prelimfinaries had beeu arranged, 
the spring was sprung and the four culprits 
were buried intp eternity. The woman was 
the first to die. 5 Her ally, Singleton, died the 
hardest. -His neck was not broken and he 
struggled violently for twenty minutes. The 
other necks were broken. In_ twenty-five 
minutes the bodies were cut down. The 
town was crowded and much whisky drink- 
ing was indulged in, but everything passed 
ott quietly. 

ABRAM ANDERSON AND BOSTON SINGLETARY. 

Their crime was arson and robbery. Both 
were repulsive, vicious fellows, whose coun- 
tenances denoted the very lowest order of in- 
telligence. But they stood high inthechurch, 
being “class leaders’? in the Methodist con- 
gregation. Strange as it may seem, the crime 
was conceived and planned at achurch meet- 
ing, and the other three engaced in it—there 
were five altogether-—-stood ¢«qually as promi- 
nentas they in tne religious circles. It was 
resolved by these men that on a certain night 
they would rob the storeof Mr. T. D. Broken- 
ton, and then fire the building to conceal 
their crime. On the 9th of last April, about 
10 o'clock at night, they metin a vacant lot 
back of the store to consummate their black 
scheme. Three of the gang entered the store 
and secured as much booty as they could 
<arry away, while the others remained on the 
outside keeping guard. All were armed to 
the teeth, and had any person molested the 
midnight robbers and incendiaries while pros- 
ecuting tieir nefarious enterprise, the crime 
of murder would doubtless have been added 
to the others. But they were not interferred 
with, and after finishing the robbery a torch 
was applied to the building, and it succumbed 
rapidly tothe flames, The insurance on the 
property did not cover’ one-half the 
loss. It was felt by our citizens that 
the fire was the work of incen- 
diaries and vigorous efforts were made to fer- 
ret out the perpetrators of the crime. Titus 
Pendergrass and William Wilson’ turned 
state’s evidence agaiust the others. who were 
arrested and held for trial. When the court 
met here last month all five defendants were 
arraigned and tried together. Two were con- 
victed, and because ta: Scag to mercy, 
sentenced to the peniféntiary; one was ac- 
quitted, and the other two, Anderson and 
Singletary, convicted and condemned to die. 
They seemed to have no conception of the 
enormity of their offense,‘and were dumb- 
founde:i when told that the punishment of 
death awaited them. Like most criminals 
they became shining apostles of faith after a 
short residence*in jail. When I visited them 
in jail they were singing in the most enthu- 
siastic style, Safe in the Arms of Jesus.’’ 

LUCINDA TISDALE AND ANDERSON SINGLETON. 

Some eighteen months ago Anderson Sin- 
gleton, a prosperous and respectable colored 
farmer of this county, became enamored of 
the charms of Phuwbie Tisdale,and after a pro 
tracted courtship, wedded her after the fash- 
ion common among the negroes of this part 
of South Carolina, that is, she was domiciled 
in his house without any formal marital rites, 
and they lived as man and wife together. 
This alliance was deemed by them to be prop- 
er, and no one disputed its legality. 

In this state they progressed happily for 
several months, seeming to be all devotion to 
each other. But this Conjugal bliss was des- 
tined to be short-lived; it was to be ruthlessly 
dispelled by an ebon-hued siren in the person 
of Pheebie’s sister Lucinda. As soon as this 
young woman entered his house, Singleton 
was captivated by ber charms. She was 
younger and mich more attractive than her 
sister, and she soon succeeded in entangling 
the young husband in the meshes of her fas- 
cinations. He proved an easy victim. | He 
paid Lucinda the most devoted attention—to 
the neglect of his wife. Phoebie watched with 
sorrow her husband's illicit amour, and en- 
deavured to bring him back intothe path of 
duty, but he scorned her pleadings and, disre- 
garded her admonitions. The two sisters, as 
Singleton’s concubines, continued to live to- 
gether, and peace, ifnot happiness, reigned 
fora while. But Singleton and his impudent 
mistress began to persecute Pheebie. Her 
maltreatment at the hands o: her husband 
aroused herindignuation, and she resolved to 
force the intruder to leave the house. She 
thereupon ordere:| Lucinda to leave the 
place, and threate:: «1 to forcibly eject her if 
she did not go voluntarily. This command 
was laughed at by Lucinda, who claimed to 
be the woman of Singleton’s choice, and as 
such ‘the mistress of the household. A quar- 
rel and fight between the sisters was the re- 
sult, but Lucinda continued to occupy her 
place in Singleton’s heart and home. After 
this there were violent altercations between 
them constantly, and the once peaceful and 
happy home was transformed into a pande- 
monium. 

Singleton and Lucinda held many secre 
conferences to discuss plans for getting rid of 
Phoebie. Lucinda was told by Singleton that 
if she could contrive to put her sister out the 
way he would marry her legally and live with 
her forever. This proposition was asserited to 
cheerfully by Lucinda, who swore that 
Phoebie should go, even if she had to put her 
under the ground. It was fully determined 
that Phoebie should be murdered, but just 
how it should be accomplished was hard to 
decide. Various dark plots were suggested, 
but each one of which when critically ex- 
amined seemed either impracticable oF 
fronght with danger. Poison was hinted at 
by Lucinda as a potential weapon im such 
cases, and in pursuance of her suggestion, @ 
package of strychnine was bought. But for 
fear this sin might find them out, 1t was never 
used. All this time the victim of their hel- 
lish machinations did not suspect the hideous 
crime they were hatching for her destruc- 
tion. The night before the tragedy occurred 
the two schemers arranged how it should be 
enacted. They agreed that Phoebie should 


been 


be disposed of shortly after sundown while 
she and Lucinda were returning home from 
their work. The two women were employed 
to do some work at a farm a short distance 
away and they would return home in the 
evening along a path through a field back of 
Singleton’s house, .A heavy piece of iron was 
to be hidden in| the bushes on the 
[ede of the patch a few hundred 
vards from the _ house. Lucinda was 
to attack her sister with this murderous 
weapon and killher; thatif the killingshould 
be foynd out Singleton was to stand between 
Lucinda and all danger by swearing he saw 
the combat, and the fatal blow was struck’in 
self-defense. This programme was faithfully 
carried ont. At the time and place appointed 


poor Woman's skull was ecrushedin. Three 
blows were struck in quick succession, any 
one of which, according to the testimony of 
the physicians who made the post morten: 
eXainination, was sufficient to produce almdst 
instantaneous death. As soon as the deed 
was done Anderson came upom the scene and 
complimented his ally upon the adroit man- 
ner in which she had handled the iron pike. 
After embracing each other in the exuber- 
ance of their joy, they took the dead body 
and placed it under Singleton’s house. An 
nour later, when darkness had usurped the 
place of day, the two murderers conveyed the 
corpse to a lonely spotin the penetralia of a 
dense wood, more than a mile away. and 
buried it beneath the trunk of a hoary oak, 
A rude grave was dug and the remains 
jammed down and covered with pine tops, 
leaves and broken boughs. Ere the horribie 
enterprise was consummated the forest was 
enshrouded in a pall of blackness. The sway- 
ing boughs, borne backward and forward by 
the fresh, night breeze, and the wind playing 
through the pendant pine branches, produced 
a weird effect—sounding like a dirge over the 
lonely grave. It was late in the night when, 
thinking they had effectually disposed of 
their victim and concealed all evidences of 
the crime, they emerged from the woods and 
repaired to their bome. 

About noon the following day, a party of 
ditchers and farm laborers stopped work and 
decided to eat their dinner under the shade 
of a cluster of tall oaks near the tield in which 
they were working. One of the party, who 
had a gun, wandered off in quest of game. 
After walking perhaps half a mile into the 
woods, he sat down to rest. He noticed around 
him clots of fresh clay, and perceived the 
new made mound under the tree. Thinking 
he would see what was under the pile of 


his feet were upon the: grave they sank down 
into the yielding earth. This surprised him, 
and he resolved to push his investigations. 
After some work he succeeded in carrying 
away the debris which lay above the murder- 
ed woman, and when he saw her dead form 
crammed in the hole he was terrified, and 
rushed oif to summon his comrades. The 
other men came up and exhumed the corpse. 
It was identified immediately as Phoebie Tis- 
dale’s, who was seen by them the evening be- 
fore well and hearty. That she had been 
foully dealt with. there conid be no doubt, 
and they resolved to terret= out the 
mystery. So they brought the body to 
Kingstree and turned it over to the coroner, 
who immediately summoned a jury of in- 
quest. Crowds of whites and blacks irspect- 
ed the corpse, and when they saw the cruel 
wounds in the head they felt sure that mur- 
der had been done. itxcitement ran high 
and the citizens swore the perpetrators of the 
hideous crime should not escape. But the 
whole affair was wrapped in mystery and no- 
body knew whom to suspect. An _ inquest 
was held and the jury were about to draw up 
the usual vague verdict, when a genuine sen- 
sation was occasioned by the excited entrunce 
of a young colored woman who asked to be 
allowed to makea statement. Lucinda Tis- 
dale was the woman. She was told to pro- 
ceed with her statement. Then voluntarily, 
fully and with surprising clearness did she 
givean account of the tragedy, confessing 
ber part in the crime, and implicating Single- 
ton as heraccomplice. Singleton was imme- 
diately arrested. He vehemently denied his 
guilt and swore that ie had no knowledge of 
the killing, his wife having left him in arage 
the night vefore. The murderers were locked 
in jail to await their trial at the approaching 
term of court. 

When the court of general sessions met here 
in last May, the prisoners were arraigned on 
the charge of murder. At the request of their 
counsel, Gaptain J. A. Kelly, the court al® 
lowed them to be arraigned and tried separate- 
ly. Singleton pleaded ‘‘not guilty.” An ad- 
mirable jury, composed of twelve of the 
worthiest white citizens of the county, was 
empannelled. The defendant rejected every 
negro whose name was called asa juror, The 
prosecution was conducted with singular 
fairness and ability by Solicitor Dargan. The 
testimony against the accused, although pure- 
ly circumstantial, was convincing. The de- 
claration made by Lucinda at the coroner's 
inquest was ruled out and had no bearing on 
the case. The jury after a consideration of 
less thantwenty minutes, rendered a verdict 
of guilty. During the trial Singleton seemed 
very much depressed and at several stages of 
the case wouid bow his head and weep. 
All the while he. persisted in_ the 
statement that he was innocent. 
Tine behavior of the woman was 
in marked contrast with his. She was ap- 
parently devoid ofall fear. During the de- 


ering and talkingin the most frivolous¥aan 
ver. When she was arraigned she pleaded 
“guilty.” At the same time she took occa- 
sion to inform the court and jury that she 
ought not tobe punished because she had 
only defended herself and killed her sister to 
save her own life; that she was alone guilty 
of the killing and Singleton was entirely 
guiltless; that she had killed Phoebie and 
then unaided, carried her body and buried it 
in the woods, as described above. Of course 
this statement was not believed. The judge 
sentenced the two murderers to be hanged to- 
gy Singleton was born a slave in this 
town about thirty-five years ago. He always 
bore a good reputation in the community, 
and was industrious and sober. He was 
rather above the medium size, well formed. 
When first cast into prison he weighed over 
150 pounds, but he must have lost at least forty 
pounds during lis incarceration. At first he 
was inconsolable, and lamented his gloomy 
situation. He »assvon visited by a number 
of colored church men, who endeavored to 
turn his thoughts heavenward. They tried to 
persuade him that the gallows would prove 
the golden ladder to heaven, the entrance to 
eternal glory. His spiritual advisers were 
eminently successful in the‘r consolatory min- 
istrations, for the culprit was transformed 
from the trembling, crouching eriminal into 
this exultant myrter. 

Lucinda Tisdale, the first woman ever 
hanged in this part of the state, was born in 
town about twenty-five years ago. She was 
regarded as a bad, vicieus woman. She was 
above the medium size, and possessed a black, 
muddy complexion. She was wholly devoid 
of the sense of fear or shame.

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WHAT ARABI WILL DO. 


CANAL AND DEFY THE 
FOREIGNERS. 


CUT THE 


And If Defeated He Will Retire to the Desert and 
Keep Up the War  Indefinitely—Austria 
Joins the Conference—Discovery of 
Drilling Moonsbiners in Ireland. 


Loxpoxy, June 23.—The Alexandria cor- 
respondent telegraphs that he is informed 
on the best authority that if France and 
England interferes actively in Egyptian af- 
fairs, Arabi Pasha will blow up the Suez 
canal, cut tbe railway to Cairo and oppose 
the landing of European troops im Alexan- 
If beaten he will retire to the desert, 
where he is promised the support of 5H,- 
000 Bedourins, partisans of Prince Halem. 
The Egyptian ministry are prepared to sanc- 
tion the above en patriotic grounds. It is un- 
derstood that Arabi Pasha, in reply to the 
sultan’s invitation to goto Constantinople, 
states that though he is willing to go there 
the army will prevent him. In the house of 
commons this evening Mr. Gladstone, reply- 
ing to Sir Staftord Northcote, stated that all 
the representatives of the powers at Constan- 
tinople, except the Austrian representative, 
have mua hernts g oy Fame he for their guidance 
at the conference. He said he had no reason 
to think that Austria objected to join the con- 
ference. In reply to another question, Mr. 
Gladstone said the whole subject of the con- 
trol of the governnent and the neutralization 
of the Suez canal was outside 
the scope of the conference. In_ the 
house of Lords tnis afternoon Lord 
Granville announced that Austria bad now 
consented to join the conference. The offi- 
cial correspondence on the Egyptian question 
shows that P.ince Bismarck informed Count 
Von Munster, German ambassador in London, 
that he was opposed to join English and 
French intervention in any place, because he 
believed iu would lead to disagreements and 
quarrels between France and England which, 
whatever might be said of his supposed policy, 
he would be glad to see avoided. Lord 
Granville, minister of foreign affairs, in April 
suggested that England, France and Turkey 
each send a general to Egypt to restore discip- 
line in the army. France objected to the 
plan as dilatory and as _ possibly leading to 
the sending of Turkish troops on the sultan’s 
own authority. On the second of May the 
French government suggested the sending of 
tleets and agreed that if they failed to effect 
the desired object that the calling in of Turk- 
ish troops by France and England would be 
the least objectionable form of intervention. 
The Standard’s correspondent at Alexandria 
telegraphs that Ragheb Pasha, president of 
the council has written to the Italian consul 
as the dean of the dip!omatic corps, inviting 
him and his colleagues to appoint 
delegates on the commission of 
inquiry into riots, furnished with full pow- 
ers, in order to avoid the constant 
reference to their: government. Sir Edward 
Maler and M. ~ienkiewiez, English and 
French consul generals respectively. are op- 
pus d to any court of inquiry into the recent 
riot at the present.- A tank vessel capable of

THE IRISH QUESTION. 

Lonpon, June 25.—A company comprising 
Irish noblemen and large land owners -has 
been formed as a purely commercial specula- 
tion for the purpose of defeating the influ- 
ence of the land league and supplementing 
the work of the Property Defense association 
and emergency committee. Capitalists are 
invited to take shares of the company, which 
will take possession of the evicted lands and 
work them to greater public advantage. 
The police discovered fifty men drilling 
in Kilmere, county Roscommon, eight of 
whom they succeeded in capturing. Three 
of the prisoners were recognized as released 
suspects. The house of commons spent the 
whole afternoon discussing the various 
amendmenis to clause 12 moved by the Irish 
members, providing that an al.en shall be 
furnishéd with a copy of the sworn 
information in consequence of which he 
is to be expelled, giving him a month’s 
notice to quitthe kingdom, and providing for 
redress by action against the secretary of 
state for unjust expulsion. The amendments 
were opposed by the government, and were 
withdrawn without a division being taken. 
John Bright said it was obvious that the con- 
dition of Ireland was made greatly worse by 
subscriptions raised in America and by those

Hartrorp, June 23.—Adolpbus Hall, the 
colored man who was arrested in this city on 
Friday, on a charge of bigamy, preferred by 
Mr. Grover, a manufacturer of Holyoke, Mass- 
achusetts, whose daughter he married, is at 
liberty under peculiar circumstances. .When 
the Holyoke officer came here with a warrant 
for his arrest, Hall secured the services 
of a lawyer, who told the officer that a 
requisition would be necessary if there was a 
determination to prosecute under the charge 
of bigamy, but it the father of the girl was 
willing to make some compromise it had bet- 
ter be made here. The object was to sécure 
delay, so as to bring about a conference. 
Yesterday a dispatch was received by the 
lawyer from Holyoke saying that Mr. Grover 
would meet him at the office of the chief of 
police in Springfield. Before leaving Hart- 
f rd the lawyer secured possession of several 
letters written by Miss Grover to Hall, which 
were brimful of affection and earnestness, 
showing that she had been thoroughly infat- 
uated with the fellow and had actually led 
him. into the intimacy which followed. 
Copies.of these letters were taken to 
Springheld and were undoubtedly a 
surprise to Mr. Grover, who preferred 
to have possession of the original rather than 
to bring a criminal suit and make the scandal 
worse. Atall events,on the return of the 
attorney notice was served on the police au- 
thorities here thatthe warrint of arrest had 
been withdrawn, and Hall, at a late hour last 
night, wasset at liberty and is now here. Of 
his marriage in Springfield on the 17th or May 
to Miss Grover there is no doubt, and the 
fact is ‘also established that he has a wife and 
two children living in Allen street, this city. 
There will be no difficulty in settling the 
matter under the Massachusetts marrige law 
by divorce, as it was a fraudulent trausaction, 
but as the case is being managed there does 
not appear to be any punishment in store for 
Hall. 

The most surprising feature of the affair is 
that a young lacy of refined training should 
fall in love with so ill-looking and ill-bred a 
fellow as Hali. Heis across between a mu- 
latto and a full-blooded negro, and is not as 
bright as the average of decently smart col- 
ored men, His talk since his arrest shows 
that he cared nothing for the girl beyond his 
sensual and reckless love of adventure. From 
the start he openly boasted that when his side 
of the story was known in Holyoke there 
would be no anxiety to take him to Massa- 
chusetts.

Mrs Land Beaches the City and Claims the Body—F®

The wysterions suicide of Professor Wil- 
liam J. Land, the chemist, which occurred 
night before last in bis laboratory on'the 


Peachtree and Decoatur streets, the full partie- 
ulars of which appeared in yesterday’s CoN 
STITUTION, was the sensation of the day yes- 
terday. 

Soon after daglight yesterday Coroner Hik- 
burn took chasze of the body.and by 3 0’ clock 
an investigatiem of the causes leading to the

dition as when found; but so repulsive was 
the sight that haifithe jury shrank from gaz 
ing upon the sad plight of their fellow-being,

tated suicide was found. Near his head was an 
old arm chair, and in. this weve his pants, 
shirt and vest.

were entirely empty, but in. his 
vest pockets| were found ai few 

dollars in change and some papers. In the 

inside vest pocket was a clean white cambric 

handkerchief and an oval, pink colored pho- 

tograph case, inside of which was founda 
photograph of a lady aad some dead flowers. 

The pallet upon which he died was searched 

but nothing could be found. Then the ad- 

joining room was investigated, but only a 
single letter could be found. That was laying 

upon hisdesk. It had been written witha 

eopying pencil, and been copied in his copy- 

book. ‘The letter was unsealed, but was 
stamped, and upon the back bore his wife’s 
name and post office. The original copy of 
the letter upon being opened was found to 
read: 

ATLANTA, Ga., June 23.—My Dear Darling: 
Your kind letter was received a few moments ago 
and I will try now to reply—returning, of course, 
many thanks for your kind selicitude expressed 
regarding my health. I would be very happy in 
the change you propose, but I do not see how I 
can make'it before the 3d prox., when I draw 
my salary. The monthly ticket costs something 
over $10 1 am told, so will have to wait tiil 1 get 
wore of the ‘‘paltry.’’ My life here in this vitia- 
ted atmosphere is a most lonely and miserable one 
and I often feel like it cannot be endured much 
longer.

Mrs. W. J. Land arrived in the city to-day 
at 12:50 o’clock from Jonesboro, and was met 
by frieuds, and from the passenger depot con- 
veyed in a carriage to the place of Charles 
Swift, undertaker, on Loyd street, where the 
remains of Professor Land, in a coffin, re. 
mained in waiting. Assoon as Mrs. Land en- 
tered the room she burst into tears and lamen 
tations. 

The remains were taken in charge by Under- 
taker Swift and encased in*«a’~ handsome 
casket and sent to Jonesboro this afternoon. 

The manner of his death was so plain that 
only one witness was introduced. That wit- 
ness was Tom Caldwell, a negro boy who had 
at one time been engaged by Prof Land. He 
stated that he had met the deceased'the night 
of hisdeath on Marietta street and that he 
had some talk with him but that the deceased 
had notintimated any intention of killing 
himself. Upon this testimony the contents 
of the letterand the circumstances of the 
death which were apparent to the jury they 
returned the following verdict: 

We, the jury, firid that the deceased came to his 
death about 12 m., on the night of the 224, in one 
of the rooms of bis laboratory from a pistol shot 
discharged by his own hand, and no letter or writ- 
ivg of any kind isleftto our knowledge as tothe 
vanse Of the act.

At the conclusion of the inquest the body 
was turned over to Mr. Charles Swift, the un- 
dertaker, by whom it was removed to his un- 
dertaking rooms on Loyd street, where it was 
prepared for burial, and then the doors of 
his rooms ‘were securely Jocked and thus Pro- 
fessor Land passed from existence. _ 

Soon after the inquest was over Coroner 
Hilburn telegraphed io Jonesboro and by the 
one o’clock train on the Central road Mrr. 
Land and her sister and brother-in-law reach- 
ed Atlanta and claimed the body. The wife 
was greatly distressed by the sad eyent, but 
did not know that her husband had died by 
hisown hand. She had been led to believe 
that his death was sudden, and that it was 
the result of an illness, and when she viewed 
the body, so completely had the undertaker 
hidden all traces of blood and the bullet's 
work, that she was not undeceived. At the 
union depot she was met by Coroner Hilburn 
and a ConsTITUTION reporter to whom, though 
bowed down by the deepest grief of her life 
she talked quite freely. She expressed the 
greatest love for her husband, and mani- 
fested a desire to know how he had 
died and who was with him’when his breath 
passed away. No one had the heart to tell 
her that her idol died alone and by his own 
hand, and her grief was thereby lightened. 
During the conversation she remembered the 
photograph referred to above, and asked 
where it was, and exhibited the greatest de- 
sire to secure possession of it. 

The body was dressed in its burial suit, and 
enclosed in a neat case by the undertaker and 
removed to the depot where it was placed 
upon the train for Jonesboro, where it will be 
interred to day.

Fences were 
torn up, barns wrecked, houses leveled, 
and trees uprooted.

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A LAKE TIDAL WAVE, 


A Singular Scene on Lake Erie, off Clevelandé—The 
Water Rises 11 Feet. 

CLEVELAND, June 23.—A remarkable tidal 
wave swept the lake front here at 6 o’clock 
this morning. The wave was about two miles 
wide and eieven feet higher than the surface 
of the lake. It came in the wake of a dense, 
angry-looking black and gray cloud, which 
moved sullenly from the northward over the 
cicy. There was no rain nor wind at the lake 
shore, but a dash of rain fell in some parts of 
the city, and the wind blew fiercely south of 
the town. The _ vessels parted their 
lines at the mouth of the river, 
and the piers and docks were submerged 
to a depth of four feet. in some places hun- 
dreds of fish were 2ast ashore. The fires in 
the Lake Krie rolling mill‘on the river Beach, 
were put out. <A scow ledded with sand, ly- 
ing at the breakwater, was*landed high and 
dry on the shore. A secriin of railway near 
the Union depot was ripped up, and nunrer- 
ous sWitch shanties and smali buildings 
were overturned or moved about. Some iron 
rails twenty feet long, piled near the depot, 
were lifted upand scattered iu every direction. 
Huge logs were washed ashore. A 
life saving station was badly wrecked, 
and various other damage was done. The 
wave lasted only about one minute. Several 
parties who were fishing in skiffs, report that 
there was a sudden rise in the water anda 
violent commotion like a whirlpool. The 
skiffs weathered the singular storm without 
accident. The damage to the property on 
shore is ruughly estimated at $30,000. The 
steamboat men who came in this morning re- 
port a short squall and sadden movement of 
water off this port, of which no particular no- 
tice was taken atthe time. So far only one 
life was lost—a tramp drowned. 
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ONE HUNDRED MILGS OF ICE. 


The Abyssinian’s Passage Through Swarms of Huge 
leebergs. 
lew York, June 19.—The: steamship Abys- 
, which arrived Saturday from Liverpool, 
was delayed four days longer than her average 
time, on account of having encountered im- 
mense ice floes. The steamer left on the 
morning of the 3d inst., and had been out 
about a week when the ice first made its ap- 
arance, in laiitude 42° 40°, longitude 49°". 
No sooner was the first iceberg espied than 
others put in an appearance, until presently 
the ocean seemed to swarin with them. Some 
of them are described as being over 200 feetin 
height, sugar loaf in shape, aud tapering 
up to a point. Several, it is. deciared, 
were over two hundred feet at the base, 
while all around them were floating parti- 
cles of ice that gave them the appearance 
of small islands. As the steamer progressed 
the icebergs grew more numerous, until fi- 
nally the captain could do no more than 
driftand proceed with tbe greatest caution. 
At times the Abyssinian passed within 400 
yards of the largest ice floes. From the dis- 
covery of the first iceberg until the vessel 
was entirely clear of ice Captain Bently says 
that fully one bundred miles were traveled. 
On Tuesday the vessel traveled through a 
whole fleet of icebergs, varying in size irom 
fifty to one bundred feet in length. The 
captain says that in his seventeen years’ ex- 
perience in those waters he never saw so 
much ice. The ice encountéred, he states. 
cowes from the coast of Labrador; is carried 
by the eurrents through Davis’ strait into 
the gulf stream, where it finally dissolves 
in the warmer atmosphere.

Another Account of a Very Interesting Anniversary 
and It« Participants. 


Atuens, June 23.—On last Wednesday |

The grace of Miss Cobb’s 
Delivery is ind~scribable; the intonation of 
the voice, the refined face, the elegant man- 
ner, and the entire absence of affectation, and 
of artistic elaboration, either in movement or 
manner, all evinced the cultivated lady. She 
came fully up to the measure of what would 
be expected.by Georgians from the daughter of 
General Thomas R. R. Cobb; and it the dead 
can be affected by the achievements of the 
living, the soul of this devoted father thrilled 
with joy at the triumph of her whom he left 
a helpless babe when he fell 
upon the bloody field of Fred- 
ericksburg. The girlish face. of the 
young reader was strikingly like that of the 
dead father, and as the deep pathos of her 
voice stirred the hearts of her sympathetic 
audience, tears coursed down the cheeks of 
many.

Monticello.

A young gentleman wasin The Sun office 
yesterday, wanting to know the definition of 
the word ‘“‘Monticello.’’

“Eureka!” he exclaimed, I have found it:

‘‘Besides my meadows I have eighty-five 
acres in hay crops, and every foot of itjs the 
richest kind of bottom land. Then Ihave 
just sown about twenty acres in millet, after 
the oats had been cut, and it is coming up 
nicely.”’ 

‘Don’t you sow grasses on up-land?”’ 

“Oh, no. It won’t do in ourcountry. The 
summers are too hot and dry, and while 
flourishing well in the spring the gmss is 
killed out by the hot suns later in the al 
I have one of the few farms in this section 
adapted to grass culture. As you see theland 
is very low and the bed of the creek but a 
short distance from the surface. This keeps 
up a moisture, which is necessary for the suc- 
cessful production of hay. And then, my 
land being as rich as necessary, I never use 
any kind of fertilizers. Two or three times a 
year this entire bottom of about two huadred 
acres is under water, and when it sulgides 
there is left a sediment often nearl? an 
inch thick.’ Then stooping down Mr. Hud 
son cut with his knife a square clod frim a 
grass field that had been untouched b} the 
plow for six or eignt years, and pointed out 
to us settlements fromthe different freshets. 
“So you see this land don’t need manun®, for 
with the stubble from my grasses it gets ticher 
every year. The bottom is just one thowand 
yards wide at this point, and for a depth of 
six feet or more it 1s made earth,” 

During this conversation we were strolling 
over the grass fields, and it took but a little 
stretch of the imagination for one to bdieve 
that he was in the heart of the blue grass 
region of Kentucky. 

“This section i my favorite forage—herds 
grass and timothy mixed—and it yields im- 
mensely. Butit will be about ten days be- 
fore wy grasses will show to their best adyan- 
tage. Grass is somewhat like oats—it looks 
werst just as it begins to head. When rady 
for harvest you willsee a thick mat of vedure 
here waist high. Here is a strip of blue grass. 
It is alittle backward this year, and poo 
raise it as luxuriantly here as they @n in | 
Kentucky. But it don’t make as much 
forage as other kinds, as tt mats at the gmund 
and grows up inaspindling stalk. It ismore 
suitable for grazing purposes That yellow 
field there is orchard grass, and it is now 
ready for tie mower. It is a coarse gras and 
don’t make as good hay as my ether varieties. 
Here is a mixture of herd grass, clover and 
timothy. This will out yield any crop Ihave 
and makes a splendid feed for stock. I get 
several crops of this, but after the first cut- 
ting clover will salivate horsesand mules, but 
does splendidly for cattle. This species you 
see sown along the edges of the ditchis a 
wild grass I found in the swamp and have 
been encouraging its production. I think it 
will prove quite valuable. Here are twofields 
of the ‘Hudson’ grass, | named in honor of 
myself, and a better forage I never saw. 
Some people call it broomsedge,’’ he con- 
tinued. 

‘Will the common broomsedge make hay ?’’ 
we asked. 

“Yes, and the best in the world. Forsev- 
eral years I fought itasan enemy. It ymdu- 
ally took possession of some of my best grass 
fields and grew so luxuriantly that I dedded 
to mow it, which I did, and found that I had 
as fine a lot of hay as [ caretosee. At Christ- 
mas, when in the barn, it is as fresh and 
green as the day it was cut, and nothing stock 
loves better. I sell all Ican gather at $1.50 
per hundred, and easily make from $30 to $50 
an acre fom this much abused herbage. When 
it gets from knee to thigh high you must mow 
it, and can repeat the harvest four or five 
times during the season. The farmers of this 
section have fortunes in many despised native 
plants if they only knew how to use and ap- 
preciate them.”’ 

“Have you any Bermuda grass on your 
lace?” 

‘‘Not a sprig that I know of. I would like 
to havea field if I could keep the thingin 
bounds, but am afraid of it.’ 


Mr. Hudson next earried us through his 
corn field. He has fifty acres in cultivation 
on rich bottom Jand, and says any year heis 
sure of fifty bushels peracre. ‘‘In fact,’’ he 
continued, “corn isa drug on my hands. I 
never bought a peck in my life, but sell some 
every year. There isnot near the money in 
it, however, as in hay, and I try to raise only 
enough to do me; but always will overdo the 
matter. The truth is, southern farmers rely 
too much on corn and cotton to the neg- 
lect of more profitable crops. 
There is not one dollar of _ profit 
in a field of cotton, for I have tested the mat- 
ter. It costs too much to raise and gather it. 
On my entire place there is about twenty-five 
acres of the staple, and that belongs to one of 
my renters. You see besides the three hands 
I have hired for wages, I often need extra 
help in hay time, and keep these negroes 
where I can alwaysfind them. They wanted 
to try cotton, and to please them I permitted 
the planting of one field. I have lots around 
my house, now idle, that will make a bale of 
cotton per acre, but it don’t pay me to 
bother with iteven at that yield. I keep 
two wagons hauling hay to town, and they 
make me $80 a day, and that beats cotton, I 
think.” : 

“Did we understand youtosay that you 
cultivated all this hay and corn with three 
hands?” ‘ 

‘Yes, with day laborers in the hay season. 
Besides I will this year make 1,000 bushels of 
oats and a fine crop of wheat. You see there 
is where the profit in the grass farm lies. You 
are scarcely at one-tenth the expense as rais- 
ing cotton. and yet my crop will average me 
$60 an acre, and has gone as high as $80. I 
have but to prepare my lot thoroughly, and 
have nothing else to do for five or eight years 
but gather my crop. You lose the first crop, 
but the next season you will make up for it. 
When my grasses begin to be injured by na- 
tive vegetation I then turn them under and 
rotate the land in grain; and you may rest 
assured that I make big crops, too. Now let 
me show you through my meadows. I have 
no fine stock, but keep across between the 
Durham and Jerseys that I find splendid 
milkers.”’ 

Leading us directly across the creek on a 
foot-log, with nothing but the water to divide 
his corn and hay from the pasture, we invad- 
ed a bottom thickly studded with a luxuriant 
growth of clover and grasses,on which grazed 
beautiful cattle, a large flock of goats and as 
fat mules and horses as we care to see. 

_ **What prevents those cattle and goats from 
invading your grasses and corn?’ we asked. 
_ “The steep banks keep the cows and horses 
in bounds, while the peg driven in the mid- 
die of the foot-log is my goat puzzle. You 
know goats won’t take to water, and while 
they can almost climb a tree they can’t pass 
a peg. Goats are very profitable,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘and I can raise one cheaper than my 
wife cana chicken. Perhaps it will surprise 
you,too,to know that I never feed my horses 
with more than five ears of corn a day, even 
when I work them hardest. Iturn them in 
my meadow all night and at noon give them 
a few ears of corn. They keep as fat as JI care 
to see them.”’

Destruction of Sheep.

We learn from a reliable source, of a bad 
state of affairs existing on the western side 
of the county near Little river. A num-

In an interesting letter published in the 
Southern Lumberman, on “the yellow pine 
of Georgia, from R. B. Betpard, of Savannah, 
we find the following, which gives some idea 
of the value of lumber interests of this state: 

Georgia has a mine of wealth for greater in 
value than her gold fields in her timber 
growth, if she only utilizes it properly. Sev- 
enteen thousand million feet of timber at the 
present market value, on shipboard at any of 
our ports, would repregeata capital of $300,- 
000,000 and certainly, ££ the lumber interest 
(which has advanced mesrly 100 per cent in 
value in the last few years. while jumber has 
advanced only 30 per cent @uring the same 
time) is worth an equal amount, which would 
make the total value of these two great 
sources of wealth $700,000,000, which sum far 
exceeds the total valuation put upon all the 
property of every kind in the state. Still, we 
venture to say. that in the list of our taxable 
property, the lumber interest is almost the 
smallest in valuation.

SOUTHERN RAILROADS. 


The Central and the Georgia—The Virginia Lines— 
Tallahassecand Themasyliiec. 
From the Savannah News. 

The rumors in reference to the lease of the 
Georgia railroad being annulled and the resig- 
pation of Mr. William M Wadley as presi- 
dent of the Central railroad and the succes- 


sion of General Ek. P. Alexander to the presi- | 


dency of both theyCentral and Georgia rail- 
roads, have been furrent in the city for sevt 
eral days past. We first heard of this ramored 
change in railroad affairs under circumstances 
which seemed to give it more credence than 
is usually attached to speculations and suppo- 
sitions, though not believing that there was 
any immediate Sigs ge of the change, no 
mention Was made of it in these columns. 
The rumor was doubtless the result of errone- 
ous conclusions being deduced from certain 
events that have transpired of late, and from 
the fact that President Wadley, on account 
of his health, had expresscd a desire for rest 
as his duties were too onerous. As Mr. Wad- 
ley and Captain Raoul, vice-president of the 
road, Were absent from the city, their state- 
mentin reference to these rumors could not 
be obtained, The reported changes have ob- 
tained currency in New York, Augusia, At- 


state now that those whose position in the 
management of the Central is warranty that 
they know whereof they speak deny positive- 
ly thatany such movement is contemplated. 
There is no desire or intention to break the 
lease of the Georgia railroad, as it is considered 
a most profitable arrangement. 

In regard to Mr. Wadley’s rumored resigna- 
tion, it could be said that at the last meeting 
of the directors that gen*lemen had asked for 
twomonths’ leave of absence for recuperation 
which was readily granted, and with privi- 
lege of extending it to such period as might 
be desired. There was nothing said about 
his resignation, and such action was not con- 
templated and would be regarded aa a ca 
lamity. The deficit in the exhibit of the 
Georgia railroad is accounted for by the fact 
that nearly $200,000 were expended in the 
improvement of the road and increase of 
rolling stock. An examination of the affairs 
of the company gives good reason to believe 
that the earnings of the road will be largely 
increased next year. 

It may be assumed as a fact that there is 
to be no change in the management of either 
the Central or Georgia railroads, at least, for 
some time to come. 

THE VIRGINIA L'NES, 
Richmond State. 

A meeting of the associated railways of 
Virginia and the Carolinas was held yester- 
day in Baltimore. There were present A. S, 
Buford, precident, and T. M. Talcott, general 
manager of the Richmond and Danville; A. 
C. Haskell, president Charlotte, Columbia 
and Augusta. F. R. Scott, president Righ- 
mond and Petersburg; E. T. D. Myers, presi- 
dent, R. M. Sully, superintendent Petersburg 
road; R. R. Bridgers, president, John F. De- 
yine, superintendent Wilmington and We!- 
don; A. F. Ravenal, president Northeastern 
railroad; John M. Robinson, president Sea- 
board and Roanoke; A. Pope, general passen- 
ger agent, and Sol. Haas, general freight 
agent of the associated lines; W. P. Clyde, of 
New York: William T. Walters, B. F. New- 
comer and Reuben Foster, of Baltimore. 

The compact which created the ‘‘associated 
lines’ as they exist at present was entered 
into last year, and was to the effect that each 
linein the association should have one and 
the same general freight agent and one and 
the same general passenger agent. At the 
meeting yesterday it was decided that after 
the first of August the traftic departments of 
the Richmond and Danville system and the 
Atlantic coast line should each be run inde- 
pendentiy, but that.there should be an um- 

ire for the two lines, to whom should be re- 
erred any trailic questions that might arise, 
which amountsto the same thing in a dif- 
ferent form. It is understood that under the 
new arrangement Mr. Hass will be the gen- 
eral freight and passenger agent of the Rich- 
mond and Danville, and that Mr. Pope will 
be the general freight and passenger agent of 
the Coast line. 

TALLAHASSEE AND THOMASVILLE. 
Thomasvilie Enterprise. 

The survey of the route for this road, be- 
tween Tallahassee and Thomasville, was com- 
menced last week. The party had not reached 
Thomasville when this was written, but we 
expect to see them here pretty soon. We be- 
lieve that this road can and will be built, but 
our people have got to make up their minds 
toaid liberally in the enterprise, or they will 
notget it. The parties in charge of it are 
able to build, but like the rest of mankind 
they have no disposition to throw away any 
money. They wiil build the road provided it 
ismade to their interest to do so, and not 
otherwise.

INTERNAL REVENUE REDUCTION, 

The republicans are endeavoring to push a 
bill through the house to reduce internal tax 
ation to the extent of about $23,000,000. As 
reported by the committee on ways and 
means, the bill consists of three sections. The 
first section abolisnes taxes on bank capital 
and deposits bank checks, matches and pro- 
prietary medicines, and would cause a reduc- 
tion in the revenue of nearly $17,000,000. The 
second section reduces the present rates of 
special taxes or license on rectifiers, whole- 
sale and retail liquor dealers, brewers and 
dealers in malt liquors, and manufacturers of 
and dealersin tobacco, the estimated reduc- 
tion under this section being three millions 
and seven hundred thousand dollars, and the 
third section reduces taxes on cigars and ciga- 
rettes from $6 to $5 per thousand, which re- 
duction would amount to about two and one- 
half millions dollars per annum. 

The republicars have caucussed freely on 
this bill, and some of them were inclined in 
their last caucus to strike out the clauses that 
abolish the taxes on bank capital and depos- 
its, and reduce the special taxes paid by man- 
ufacturers of and dealers in malt liquors. No 
definite action was had, lLowever, in the cau- 
cus, and the republicans were left free to vote 
as they,please on all the propositions contained 
in the bill. Last year there was collected | 
from the banks nine millions, and from 

iquor licenses about two and a half millions. 

If these. taxes are retained the reductions 
afforded by the pending ‘bill will not exceed 
twelve millions. If, however, the entire bill 
as first reported is adopted, the reduction by 
the abolition of taxes would be as follows:

MODERN PSYCHOLOGY. 

Dr. George M. Beara, who evidently regards 
himself as an expert in various directions, has 
written a monograph on “The Psychology of 
the Salem Witchcraft Excitement of 1462, 
and its Practical. Application to our Own 
Time.”’ In spite of the disagreeable dogmat- 
ism, which is fatal to the permanent value of 
such works, the volume posseses considerable 
nterest. It is not a valuable contirbution to 
science, but itis part of a discussion which 
must, in time, attract the attention of all 
thoughtfui persons. Dr. Beard claims that 
this country is just now passing through an 
epidemic similar to that of Salem, though] in 
a milder and modified form; but it seems to 
us that the attempt to draw a parallel be- 
tween the shock occasioned by the murder of 
President Garfield and the excitement occa- 
sioned by the ‘‘aftlicted childrem’’ of Salem 
could have been made by no one buta pro- 
fessor of psychology. Dr. Beard’s theory is 
that the children were in a trance state, 
and actually experienced the troubles that 
gave rise to the excitement, and he attempts 
to fortify bis position here by citing his ap- 
pearance upon the lecture platform in New 
York with two trance subjects. It may be 
said here that it is very doubtful whether Dr. 
Beard ever had a genuine trance subject. It 
was to his interest to believe that his trance 
subjects were genuine, and his own testimony 
in that partioular may be called spectral. The 
trance subjects were genuine so far as he was 
concerned because he desired them to be 
genuine, just as the experts in handwriting 
(according to Dr. Beard) saw resemblances to 
Cadet Whittaker’s handwriting whenever 
they chose to see them. But suppose the 
New York trance-subjects of 1882 were genu- 
ine, does it necessarily follow that the “‘af- 
flicted children’? of Salem were trance- 
subjects? 

For our part, we are inclined to believe 
that the common sense of the Salem _ huvrrors 
is of far More importance than their psycholo- 
gy, so-called. A parcel of young girls, the 
most of whom afterwards led abandoned lives, 
ignorant, and yet shrewd and thoroughly 
vicious, engaged in a conspiracy to play 
pranks on their neighbors. It might have 
began in a spirit of mischief, but the people 
quickly made the whole business horribly 
important, and when this happened it was 
too late for the ‘afflicted children’’ to turn 
back. They simulated fear and lied like 
veterans, and they found willing ears; and 
nobody suspected them until they struck too 
high, whereupon the whole terrible affair 
collapsed and went to pieces. According to 
Dr. Beard, who is nothing if not expert, the 
popular feeling in regard to the hanging of 
Guiteau is as unjustifiable and as uncalled for 
asthe popular feeling which demanded the 
execution of the innocent people charged 
with witchcraft. 

After settling the trance-condition of the 
‘afflicted children” to his own satisfaction, 
Dr. Beard then goes on to announce, with 
that air of infallibility which is the very re- 
verse of scientific, that Cadet Whittaker was 
in a trance condition when discoveaed by the 
non-experts en the morning after the night 
when he is supposed to have clipped his ears. 
Moreover, the doctor seizes upon the fact that 
Whittaker has been reinstated as evidence 
ihat the non-experts who are now running
